Flight delays ease at both airports 


FAA actions in spotlight 
as fallout from air traffic 
control incident grows

Demands for answers and promises of tech- 
nology breakthroughs bounced across Wash- 
ington on Monday as the nation’s air traffic 
control system continued its gradual recovery 
from the fire at an Aurora radar facility that has 
grounded thousands of flights since Friday 

And while experts commended the Federal 
Aviation Administration for launching an in- 
vestigation into the apparent act of arson at 
the agency’s Chicago Center facility, some also 
threw cold water on claims made Monday that 
a next-generation, satellite-based radar system 
could stifle another rogue attack. 

“NextGen is new technology replacing old 
technology If someone is determined to take 
out NextGen, they will be able to take out 
NextGen,” said Sid McGuirk, associate profes- 
sor of air traffic management at Embry-Riddle 
Aeronautical University in Daytona Beach, Fla. 

The debate about security and vulnerabil- 
ity at the nation’s air traffic control facilities 
came amid ongoing efforts to repair the dam- 
age done at the Chicago station, which handles 
high-altitude air traffic in seven states. 

The FAA’s goal is to get Chicago Center fully 
functional by Oct. 13. The FAA did not release 
a damage estimate, but the first shipment of 
replacement equipment and cables were in- 
stalled Monday officials said. 

In the meantime, controllers at facilities in 
four other states are picking up the slack. 

They have received reinforcements. Some 
Chicago Center controllers were flown out to 
those facilities over the weekend to help at radar 
scopes and to share some of the tricks of moving 
planes in the highly congested Chicago-area air- 
space, officials from the controllers union said. 

It appeared to help. By noon, more than 
80 percent of the “average Monday traffic” was 
flying in and out of O’Hare Airport, the FAA re- 
ported. The rate hit 90 percent at Midway Air- 
port, according to the federal agency 

The agency which rarely discusses security 
also disclosed Monday that additional guards 
have been assigned to the shuttered Aurora fa- 
cility and other, unidentified facilities.

should be allowed to work alone and unsuper- 
vised, as was the case with Brian Howard of 
Naperville, an eight-year Chicago Center con- 
tract employee who was arraigned Monday on 
federal charges in the Aurora incident. 

Durbin and five other Democratic members 
of the Illinois delegation called on the inspector 
general of the U.S. Department of Transporta- 
tion to investigate the FAAs procedures in emer- 
gencies, in order to prevent future incidents.

FAA Administrator Michael Huerta re- 
sponded to the mounting criticism Monday, 
apologizing to the flying public and ordering 
a 30 -day review of both facility security and 
the failure to swiftly transfer air-traffic control 


functions to other facilities. 

“If we need to make changes as a result of 
what happened ... we will not hesitate to do 
so,” Huerta vowed in a speech at an air-traffic 
conference in Maryland. 

He also spoke at length about the benefits 
of the NextGen navigation system, which he 
said would have been able to let controllers 
from neighboring states “reach into Chicago 
Center’s airspace and take control of all of the 
radios used to control aircraft there.” 

But several aviation experts said it is not real- 
istic to think the FAA could ever essentially flip 
a switch to compensate for the loss of a critical 
link, like Chicago Center, in the aviation system. 

They cite factors such as the complexities 
of moving airplanes through distinct areas of 
congested airspace where customized rules 
and procedures mastered by local controllers 
are in effect, as well as the sheer task of pro- 
cessing and transmitting voluminous amounts 
of flight data to other FAA facilities, which 
already have a full workload, the experts said.

Driving a taxi sits among the most dangerous 
occupations, according to federal statistics, 
and seems to consistently snag a spot on lists 
of most stressful jobs. Cab drivers work long 
hours while scanning the streets for potential 
passengers and dealing with road rage — and 
perhaps most importantly facing the possi- 
bility of getting attacked in their taxis. 
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CAB CRIMES OVER THE YEARS 

The total number of crimes reported in taxicabs has fluctuated over the years since 2001, the earli- 
est year data is available through the city’s data portal. Under state law, a battery charge can be 
upgraded to aggravated battery, a Class 3 felony, if the victim is a taxicab driver on duty, and it is 
punishable by two to five years in prison. Deceptive practice includes not paying cab fare.

“It’s not a good feeling to have a gun to 
your head,” said Santanu Bose, 41, a cab 
driver who lives in Rogers Park. He said he’s 
been robbed twice while working the night 
shift since becoming a licensed cab driver in 
2000. “It did shake me up quite a lot for a few 
weeks.” 

For the 12,000 licensed taxicab drivers in 
Chicago, safety is at the top of their minds. 
So far this year, nearly 300 crimes were re- 
ported in cabs, averaging about one crime 
a day This year saw a slight increase in the 
number of reported crimes as well as a spike 
in serious crimes of batteries and robberies, 
the latter of which doubled compared with 
the same period last year. Four armed robber- 
ies prompted Chicago police to issue busi- 
ness alerts this summer. No homicides have 
been reported in taxicabs in 2014. 

The combination of isolation, picking up 
strangers and carrying cash makes taxi driv- 
ers a target for criminals, crime experts said, 
particularly during the busy hours of i a.m., 
2 a.m. and 3 a.m., when many crimes occurred 
in 2014 compared with other time periods, 
according to city crime data. 

The early morning time slot was high risk 
because there are intoxicated passengers and 
fewer people on the street to witness the 
crimes or hear calls for help, said Arthur Lu- 
rigio, psychology and criminal justice profes- 
sor at Loyola University Chicago. 

A 2008 University of Illinois at Chicago 
survey found that 58.7 percent of Chicago 
cab drivers said they have been threatened, 
attacked and subjected to hostile racial 
comments. During physical attacks inside 
the cabs, guns were the weapons most used 
against drivers, followed by knives, according 
to survey results. 

The survey also revealed that roughly half 
of the drivers who said they were attacked 
while driving reported the incident to police. 

Lurigio speculated that some drivers may 
be reluctant to report incidents because they 
believe the police can do nothing or they 
think filing a report would take them out of 
circulation and cost them fares. 

Syed Ali, instructor of Olive-Harvey Col- 
lege’s two-week chauffeur training program, 
encouraged drivers to report any incident- 
even if it’s calling 311 to report a non-emer- 
gency situation as they’re heading home. 
Ali says he covers personal safety during the 


program because it’s a big concern among 
cab drivers, who are perceived to be “walking 
ATM machines.” 

Carrying cash is one of the factors that 
makes being a cab driver a high-risk job. 
Compared with other occupations, they face 
a higher likelihood of being slain on the job. 
The National Institute for Occupational 
Safety and Health, which studied the effec- 
tiveness of taxicab security equipment, said 
the taxicab driver homicide rate was 7.4 per 
100,000 workers in 2010, compared with the 
overall 0.37 per 100,000 workers. The same 


study published in the American Journal of 
Preventive Medicine last year, found that the 
installation of in-vehicle security cameras ap- 
pears to be effective in reducing that number. 

In Chicago, security devices — either a 
safety shield or security cameras— are re- 
quired to be installed and inspected, said 
Mika Stambaugh, spokeswoman for the 
city’s Department of Business Affairs and 
Consumer Protection. The only exception is 
if the taxicab owner is the sole cab driver and 
the vehicle is not leased out to other drivers.

way dispatch devices that allow drivers to be 
in communication with taxi dispatch compa- 
nies at all times the cab is in operation, St- 
ambaugh said. New taxicabs must install rear 
seat credit card machines, which can mini- 
mize the contact between cab drivers and 
passengers, she said. 

“Credit card transactions for payment of 
taxicab fares decrease the amount {of} cash 
on a taxicab driver, making them less [of a] 
target for robbery,” Stambaugh said. 

Uber, which allows passengers to order 
cabs or rideshare vehicles, touted its busi- 
ness practices in helping keep its drivers safe. 
For example, drivers can rate riders and don’t 
pick up random strangers through the app 
because users have to create profiles and pro- 
vide valid credit cards to use the service. 

“Every transaction is cashless, so drivers 
never have to worry about the risk or hassle 
of carrying cash or making change,” an Uber 
spokeswoman said in an email. 

One recommendation by the federal Oc- 
cupational Safety and Health Administra- 
tion to reduce work-related violence was to 
promote the use of credit card payments and 
limit the amount of cash in the taxi, which 
can discourage robberies. 

However, if a robber demands cash or 
cellphones from the driver, Ali said to follow 
the instructions and stay calm, cool and col- 
lected.
